at the home of his mother

and Harrison avenue. 
He said he never 
had 
the least 
doubt of liis brother’s innocence and 
felt confident of his acquittal, but ho 
worried much over the case, never­ 
theless.

Friday night he 
was 
unable 
to 
sleep. About midnight he went to the 
porch and sat in a chair. He says 
lie fell into a doze, when there ap­ 
peared before him what resembled a 
small visiting card, on which 
was 
written plainly the words “Not guil- 
t>.” W alter said he is not supersti­ 
tious, but after the “Not guilty” ap- 
liarition he felt certain of John’s ac­ 
quittal.

It is understood that the jury that 
tried John Jackson took three infor­ 
mal ballots.

The train is being operated special 
for transporting the Association of 
Transportation and Car Accounting 
officers to Galveston, w’here they will 
hold a two days* session. 
The train 
will be the fastest ever operated over 
the Katy and as fine in every respect 
as possible to secure. 
The dining 
car service will be given special con­ 
sideration, everything looking to the 
utmost comfort of the delegates be­ 
ing provided. 
The train will not make stops only 
at Parsons and Denison, where the 
cars will be iced and watered, and 
at other points where it will be nec­ 
essary to change engines. The sched­ 
ule calls for the special to leave St.

(who preceded

Delano) has indicated in hi* state­ 
ment that the lines generally will of­ 
fer evidence which will show that 
j they are now entitled, on the authori­ 
ty of that ruling, to increase their 
rates. 
“That ruling was no doubt justified 
by the evidence submitted 
in 
that 
J case, but we, who represent the Cen­ 
tral Freight association lines, do not 
believe 
the 
evidence in that case 
fully developed the 
whole 
railroad 
situation in the territory. 
“We concur in all that Mr. Willard 
has said and believe 
the 
evidence 
will show that the systems I have 
mentioned considered alone are en­ 
ticed to an increase in rates, but we 
ar*» not satisfied with the ruling of 
the commission that those systems 
are typical of the lines in the terri­ 
tory and believe that if the ruling 
should be affirmed as a fixed prece­ 
dent for future guidance its applica­ 
tion will cause 
irreparable 
injury, 
not only to them, but also to the peo­ 
ple they serve, and we have accord­ 
ingly determined to bring to the at 
tent ion of the commission 
in

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 24.—In a state- t 
merit, A. W. Thompson, third vice j 
president and chief operating officer j 
or the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 
calls atention to the fact that a young 
man may enter the service <rf a road 
as a brakeman and draw as much pay 
as the young graduate of an engineer­ 
ing school.

Thompson, the same man may look 
forward to earning as much in the 
service of* the railroad as does the 
/instructor ranking as professor in 
many a college. 
The comment was made in con­ 
nection with the recent award, by an j 
arbitration board, of increased wages 
to eastern trainmen. 
The increase 
averaged 7 per cent. 
Mr. Thompson 
declares, however, that the condition 
which he discusses was in existence 
before the award. 
“The. greater hazard of tin * railroad 
man’s life is counted as an element 
in 
reckoning 
Ii is 
pay.” 
said 
Mr. 
Thompson, “but with airbrakes, auto­ 
matic block signals and other safety 
devices the hazard has been greatly 
reduced.” 
Mr. Thompson’s comment upon the 
relative compensation of tin* railroad I 
man and the professionally trained 
Jinan was not made in a spirit of criti­ 
cism of the award, 
hut 
merely 
to 
show an interesting econoiflic and so­ 
ciological condition. 
The decision of 
the hoard will be put into effect at 
once by the B. & O. 
“It is very interesting to me,” said 
Mr. Thompson, “that a young man 
who has had no preliminary training 
may become a railroad brakeman and 
get $85 a month, a salary usually 
paid to graduates 
of 
engineering 
schools when they start with a road. 
The man who starts as brakeman 
may look forward to making more 
than $ 1,900 a year as a conductor. 
“We have conductors who average 
$240 a month, which is as much as 
a c o llie professor makes. 
I know 
dean of tin engineering school 
who receives only $2,000 a yean 
rTn the service of the Baltimore & 
Ohio we have sixty-eight trainmen, 
who, without counting the recent in­ 
crease, make $1,935 a year, and L474 
trainmen who make $1,273 a year. 
Tile Pennsylvania railroad has 1.140 
men who make $1,902 a year, and tx 
proportionate 
number 
who 
make 
more than $1,200. 
Other roads have 
the same proportion of men receiving 
such salaries. 
“Some of the conductors who make 
these higher salaries usually work 
four hours a day, and about eighteen 
days out of thirty. 
They go out for 
a four-hour run, stop work at the end 
cf their run and wait for a four-hour 
run back. 
They have much more 
time at home with their families than 
I do. 
r “Of course, there are some who 
work long hours. 
But it is interest­ 
ing merely as an economic fact to see 
that without preliminary training a 
man may enter the service of a rail­ 
road and at the start earn as much as 
the college graduate and that he may 
expect to earn later as much as a 
professor.”
